It h 
very certain thut in this bill, the dis 
tilled spirits will he killed and beei 
and wine left strictly alone. 


But prohibitionists argue as the war 


revenue bill carries a prohibitory ta> 
against the ingredients 
of 
distiller 
spirits, it may as well carry similai 
taxes against malt for beer and gtapes 
for wine. A movement is on loot t» 
put In such an amendment when tin* 
war revenue bill reaches the senate 
floor tor discussion. 
The anti-whisky tax in the revenue 
bill was introduced by Senator (lore 
It imposed a levy of $60 on each loo 
pounds of foodstuffs and $5 per wine 
gallon on molasses, etc., used in mak 
ing distilled spirits. This is regarded 
as so drastic that it is prohibitory. 


Federal Authority Doubted. 


One reason that it will stay in the 
revenue bill is thut there is question 
among certain Senators as to whether 
the federal government has authoritj 
to forbid making whisky within the 
border of a state. Federal laws con­ 
cern 
intirstate 
dealings. 
However, 
even if there was an attempt made to 
manufacture 
whisky 
within a state 
the Gore taxes would make the bur­ 
den heavy for the distiller. 
A 
fight started when the 
prohibi­ 
tion 
amendments to the food control 
bill came up. The Gore section in the 
bill 
forbids whisky and leaves wine 
and 
beer to the discretion 
of 
the 
President. But Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas will introduce the Chamber 
lain-Martin amendment which merely 
forbids whisky and says nothing about 
wine or beer. On this issue w ill the 
verbal combat hinge.
